The decrease in the total number of the insane under care 
which, as pointed out in previous Reports, has been going on 
since 1915, still continues, although at a reduced rate, the de- 
crease in 1919 having been 290, as compared with 1,025 in 1918. 
The total decrease during the five years from 1914 to 1919, 
amounted to 2,602, or an average of 520 per annum. 

The reduction in 1919 took place in all classes of institutions 
save the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals in which there 
was an increase of 8 during the year. The decrease in the District 
and Auxiliary Asylums amounted to 253 ; in Dundrum Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum to 7 ; in W orkhouscs .to 3 1 ; and in the 
single Chancery and other patients in unlicensed houses to 7. 

In our last Report we referred to the fact that the reduction 
in the numbers was not due to any lessening of the admission 
rate in the District Asylums, but to a heavy death-rate. The 
admission rate, as shown hereafter, continues to increase, but 
the death-rate in these institutions, which amounted to 10' 5 
per cent, of the average number resident in 1917, and to ID I 
per cent; in 1918, fell to 9' 3 per cent, in 1919. 

Prom the Table in Appendix A, it will be seen that the numbers 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums at the end of 1919 showed an 
increase of 10,822 on the numbers at the end of 1880, the corres- 
ponding increase in the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals 
being 347, while the numbers in Workhouses and the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum showed a reduction at the end of 1919, 
as compared with 1880, of 1,692 and 19, respectively. 

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, but as 
already stated this does not include all the insane in the country, 
as a number reside in their own homes or with relatives, or are 
wandering at large. The general Census is the only means by 
which we can ascertain the number of the latter classes, who, at 
the last Census, amounted to 4,044, or approximately 14 per 
cent, of the total.

Note. — The figures in this Table may vary in some instances from 
those given in former or subsequent Reports, as the population is estima- 
ted officially to the middle of each of the years between those in which 
the Census is taken, and is afterwards subject to revision. 


From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 268 per 100,000 of the average 
estimated population in the quinquennium 1880-1884, to 646 per 
100,000 in the quinquennium 1915-1919, but that the numbers 
have decreased in recent years. 

ADMISSIONS. 

As already stated, there has been a substantial rise in the 
number of admissions to the District and Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals during 1919, the figures being 3,956, as com- 
pared with 3,493 for the previous year, an increase of 463. This 
is, no doubt, largely due to the transfer of chronic mental cases 
from the War Hospitals, on the closing of those institutions 
towards the end of 1919. The increase in the case of the District 
Asylums amounted to 400, and in the Private Asylums and Mental 
Hospitals to 63. 
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THE WAR AND THE ADMISSION RATE. 

The proportion of oases admitted to District, Auxiliary, and 
Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals in the causation of which 
mental stress played any part has increased from 21' 6 per cent, 
in 1918 to 23' 15 per cent., while that of the cases in which it 
played the chief part is 15' 37 per cent., as compared with 14 
per cent, in 1918. The figures for 1913 were 16' 84 and 11' 84 
respectively, so that there is no sign as yet of a return to the normal 
in cases of this origin. These figures, however, are, like many 
others, no doubt affected considerably by the transfer of a large 
number of military cases to the civil asylums towards the end of 
the year. 

The influence of the war in causing insanity amongst civilians 
appears, however, to be decreasing, as shown by the following 
Table, although the number of male cases in which the war 
was in some degree a factor has increased : —

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It will be seen that only 0- 57 per cent, of the insanity of the 
last five years amongst civilians is attributed to war conditions, 
as the chief cause, while in but 1' 19 per cent, were they con- 
sidered to have played any part whatever. 

The Belfast and Richmond War Hospitals, which did most 
useful work during the war, were closed towards the end of 1919 
(on 1st and 23rd December, respectively) and the patients 
remaining who were unfit for discharge to the care of their 
friends were transferred to the civil asylums with the status of 
“ Service Patients.” 

The figures of the overseas cases for 1919 in the following 
Table, therefore, naturally show a large increase on those of any 
of the four previous years, but the fact that there is a marked 
diminution in the number of cases arising on home service points 
to the probability that there was little or no increase in the 
number of cases actually occurring during the year : —

As the figures for the first five months of the waf, which are 
not available, may safely be neglected, the total number of 
soldiers and sailors admitted to civil asylums in Ireland lor 
insanity arising while on service during the war and up to the 
end of 1919 was 790, of whom 214 had not been overseas. 
This of course does not represent the total incidence of insanity 
amongst Irishmen on service, since a large number recovered in the 
Mental War Hospitals and were discharged, or in a few cases 
returned to duty. 
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As regards the admissions attributed to alcohol , the proportion 
to the total admissions shows an increase, the percentage of 
cases in which it was considered the chief cause being 6’ 14, 
as compared with 5'2 in 1918, and that of the cases in which it 
was regarded as merely one factor being 9' 66, as compared 
with 6-4 in 1918. The proportion is still, however, well below 
the pre-war figure, the percentages for 1913 having been 8' 62 
and 11' 19, respectively. 


Sources of Maintenance. 

The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1919, were supported from 
the following sources. Of the 19,489 patients in District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, 1,262 (including a number of “ Service ” 
patients) contributed wholly or partly to their support, or were 
paid for by the Ministry of Pensions; 411 criminal lunatics 
located in these Institutions were maintained out of State funds ; 
and the remainder were maintained partly out of the Govern- 
ment Grant and partly out of the Local Rates. The 969 patients 
in Private Licensed Houses and Mental Hospitals were supported 
entirely out of private funds ; the 168 inmates of Dundrum 
Asylum were maintained at Government expense ; whilst the 
1,821 insane residents in Workhouses were supported by the 
Poor Rate. 
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DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &o. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in each 
case, will be found in Appendix F. 

On the 31st December, 1919, there were in these institutions 
19,489 patients (10,359 males and 9,130 females),. The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1918, were Males, 10,438; 
females, 9,304 ; total, 19,742 ; showing a decrease of 253 during 
the year 1919, the males having decreased by 79 and the females 
by 174. 

The daily average number resident in all these institutions' 
during 1919 amounted to 19,406 (10.248 males and 9,158 females) 
as compared with 20,178 (10,720 males and 9,458 females) in 1918. 

Admissions. 

The admissions numbered 3,567 (2,064 males and 1,503 females). 
Of these, 2,884 (1,688 males and 1,196 females) were admitted 
for the first time ; while 683 (376 males and 307 females) had 
previously been under care. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the District and Auxiliary Asylums and the pro- 
portion in each case per 100,000 of the general population.

As this Table shows, the admissions during 1919 numbered 
400 more than in 1918, the first admissions having increased by 
381 and the re-admissions by 19. 

In nineteen of the Asylums (Youghal Auxiliary being grouped 
as one with Cork and Portrane as one with Richmond) there 
jvas an increase in the number of admissions as compared with 
1918 ; and in.four Asylums the number decreased. 

Of the total cases admitted to District and Auxiliary Asylums 
during the year, 1,219 were admitted under the forms prescribed 
by the Statutory Regulations ; 36 were transferred from Dun- 
drum Criminal Lunatic Asylum or from Prisons by Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant ; 241 were admitted under the provisions of 
the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91 ; 1 was admitted under the pro- 

visions of the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3 ; 2,065 were 
committed as dangerous lunatics, under the Act 30 and 31 Vic., 
cap. 118, sec. 10; and 15 were admitted from Scotland under 
warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law (Scot- 
land) Act, 1898. The great increase in the number admitted 
under the provisions of the Army Act is, as already pointed out, 
due to the closing of the War Hospitals, and the transfer there- 
from of chronic mental cases. 


Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was 
1,976, viz., 1,100 males and 876 females. Of these, 1,347 (712 
males and 635 females) were discharged recovered ; showing an 
increase of 162 on the number for the previous year. The 
percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 37-8, being 0-4 
per cent, higher than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed unrecovered by friends or sent to 
Workhouses amounted to 629 (388 males and 241 females), an 
increase of 125 on the numbers for the previous year. 
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Escapes. 

During the year 48 patients (45 males and 3 females) escaped 
and were not retaken. Of these, 29 males and three females 
escaped from Clonmel Asylum during the strike of the Attendants 
which lasted from June to September. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,796, viz. : — 998 
amongst the males, and 798 amongst the females. This shows 
a decrease of 447 on the numbers for the previous year, the 
males having decreased by 251, and the females by 196. The 
general death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident 
was 9' 3, viz.: — 9" 7 amongst the males, and 8' 7 amongst 
the females. The general rate was 1 . 8 per cent, lower than 
that for the previous year — the rate in the case of the males 
being 2 ■ 0 lower, and in the case of the females 1 • 8 lower. 
The highest and lowest death rates during 1919 occurred in 
Killarney and Ballinasloe Asylums, respectively. The highest 
rate, 24- 1 per cent, in the former was 4-4 per cent, higher than 
the corresponding rate in the previous year, viz. : — 19' 7 per cent, 
in Belfast Asylum, whilst the lowest rate, 5' 5 per cent., was 
1-2 lower than that of the previous year, viz. : — 6‘7 in the 
Sligo Asylum. 

It is satisfactory to note that the general rate which increased 
considerably during the two previous years, fell T8 per cent, in 
1919. 

The following Table shows the number of deaths per annum 
and of these the number which resulted from Phthisis, General 
Paralysis of the Insane, and Epilepsy, with the percentage of the 
total in each case.

Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure, etc., in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year was 
nine, viz. two from suicide ; five from misadventure, and 
two from injuries inflicted by fellow patients. In the previous 
year the number was seven, viz., three from suicide, three 
from misadventure, and one from injuries inflicted by a fellow- 
patient. 


The particulars of the nine cases which occurred in 1919 are 
as follow : — 


Suicides. 

In Ballinasloe Asylum a female patient hanged herself by 
strips of her chemise fastened to a bar across a window in a water 
closet. 


In Castlebar Asylum a male patient thrust a nail taken out 
of a mop into his larnyx, thereby setting up septic pneumonia, 
from which he died three days later. 
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Deaths from Misadventure. 

In Ballinasloe Asylum a female patient’s clothing caught fire, 
and she thereby sustained severe burns, which proved fatal three 
days afterwards. 

In the same Asylum a female patient was poisoned by eating 
yew leaves which had been distributed as “ palm ” on Palm 
Sunday, and she died in a few hours. 

In Enniscorthy Asylum a male patient during a struggle with 
three attendants sustained fractures of several ribs, thereby 
causing congestion of the right lung, to which he succumbed 
ten days after he had received the injuries. 

In the same Asylum a male patient had an epileptic seizure, 
and just as respiration was being resumed he vomited. Some 
of the vomited matter was drawn back during inspiration, 
thereby causing his death by suffocation. 

In Mullingar Asylum a male patient suffering from phthisis 
escaped from hospital, and died from exposure before he could 
be traced. 

Deaths by Homicide. 

In Clonmel Asylum a male patient was knocked down and 
kicked by another, thereby sustaining fracture of both bones of 
one of his legs. He succumbed to these injuries almost a month 
afterwards, death being accelerated by maniacal exhaustion. 

In Sligo Asylum a male patient died from concussion of the 
brain, as the result of a fall on his head, caused by blow from 
another patient. 

Inquiries on oath were held by us regarding the majority of 
these cases, and reports thereon were duly forwarded to the 
respective Committees of Management, embodying such comments 
and suggestions as the circumstances of each case appeared to 
call for. 

Autopsies. 

In 63 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination, as against 104 for the previous year — a decrease 
of 41. The marked decrease in the number of these examina- 
tions which has continued for several years is to be regretted. 

Receipts and Expenditure. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums during the financial year end- 
ing 31st March, 1919, is shown in Table XIV. (Appendix B.). 

From the following Abstract of this Table it will be seen that 
the total cost of maintaining these Institutions, including the 
repayments in respect of loans for building works, purchase of 
land, and other capital charges, was £1,023,450 4s. 9 d. for the 
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year, while excluding the loan repayments above referred to, 
which amounted to £84,394 3s. 10d., the gross amount expended 
on the actual maintenance of the patients was £939,056 Os. lid.

As explained in previous Reports, the amount available to 
credit of the Local Taxation Account, in each financial year since 
1910-11, was insufficient to meet the charges against it, and the 
payments thereout were consequently abated, in pursuance of 
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the provisions of Section 58 (sub-section 5) of the Local Govern- 
ment v Ireland.) Act, 1898. The amount available was again 
insufficient to meet the charges against the Account in the finan- 
cial year 1918-19. The full amount of the Capitation Grant, 
certified as payable in aid of the maintenance of pauper lunatics 
in all the District and Auxiliary Asylums during that year was 
£205,858 2s. id., but the actual sum paid n respect thereof was 
£183,079 14s. 3d., being an abatement at the rate of 11-06 per 
cent. 


The Government contributions for each of the ■ years from 
1900-01 to 1918-19, together with the amounts paid out of local 
rates in respect of the District and Auxiliary Asylums, are shown 
in the following Table.: —

The increase in the gross cost (1 (a)) in the case of the District 
Asylums amounted to £9 Os. Id., and in the net cost (2 (cl) to 
£8 4s. 6 d. per patient. 

These increases were due to the further great advance in the 
cost of supplies which took place owing to the war, in addition 
to an increase of salaries and wages 
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The highest gross average cost per patient in the District 
Asylums, nc’uding loan repayments was in the case of the 
Letterkenny Asylum, where it amounted to £57 18s. Id., and the 
highest net average, excluding loan repayments and deducting 
receipts from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, 
was in Ballinasloe Asylum, where the amount was £52 17s. Id. ’ 

The lowest gross average cost in the District Asylums, in- 
cluding loan repayments, was in the case of Killarney Asylum, 
in which the amount was £40 Os. 3d. ; and the lowest net 
average, excluding loan repayments, and deducting receipts 
from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was 
in Carlow Asylum, the amount being £35 3.s. 3d. 


General Condition and Accommodation. 

The great difficulty experienced in obtaining food, fuel, and 
other supplies in consequence of the war which was referred 
to in our last Report continued throughout 1919, especially as 
regards fuel, while the demands of the subordinate staffs for higher 
pay and shorter hours led to further strikes, which in one case, 
that of Clonmel Asylum, lasted for three months, viz., from June 
to September. 

No improvement took place in the facilities for building, so 
that, with one or two exceptions, no structural improvements 
or extensions were undertaken during the year. 

The following is a short summary of the condition of each 
Asylum : — 

Antrim.— The general condition of this Asylum continues 
to be most satisfactory. Some overcrowding is, however, 
observable. We have directed attention to the necessity for 
training the attendants, with a view to qualifying them for 
the certificate of proficiency in mental nursing which is granted 
by the Medico-Psychological Association. The death-rate 
continues high, having been 13- 5 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year. 

Armagh. — Although the general condition of this Asylum has 
been fairly satisfactory, the goors in parts of the buildings 
require to be better kept, and in some places should be renewed. 
The beds in some instances also require more attention. No 
steps have yet been taken to institute systematic fire-drill as 
previously recommended. 

Ballinasloe. — The overcrowding in this Asylum continues to 
call for comment, and while the buildings generally have been 
kept clean, in some parts the dayrooms are gloomy and devoid

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of objects of interest. Many of the baths require to be renewed ; 
the mattresses in some instances need to be re-made ; and there 
is a deficiency in the lavatories of such articles as hair brushes. 
The clothing of some of the male patients was found very much 
soiled, and the majority of the male attendants’ rooms are kept 
in an untidy state. We found it necessary to call the attention 
of the Committee of Management to the inadequacy of the water 
pressure, and the urgent necessity for instituting regular fire- 
drill. There was a considerable reduction in the number of 
cases of diarrhoea, tonsillitis, and influenza amongst the patients, 
and the death-rate in this Asylum was the lowest of all the 
District Asylums, having been only 5' 5 per cent, of the average 
number resident during the year. 

Belfast. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in ad- 
mirable order, but in parts it is greatly overcrowded. Struc- 
tural alterations have been made in the original mansion, with 
the view. of increasing the accommodation, and making it suitable 
for the reception of paying patients. This building is, however, 
being used meanwhile for the accommodation of ordinary 
non-paying patients. One of the farm buildings, with an ad- 
joining cottage, has been converted into a sanatorium for the 
treatment of phthisical cases. The death-rate, although still 
considerably above the average, fell from 19' 7 per cent, of the 
average number resident in 1918, to 14' 8 per cent, in 1919. 

Carlow. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in excellent 
order. Owing to the increase of staff necessitated by the intro- 
duction of shorter hours of duty, the erection of a block for the 
accommodation of attendants was begun, but had to be discon- 
tinued in consequence of the impossibility of obtaining materials. 
The death-rate in the Asylum, which was 13' 7 per cent, of the 
average number resident in 1918, fell to 9'8 per cent, in 1919. 

Castlebar. — The general condition of this Asylum continues 
to be very satisfactory, and the death-rate, which amounted to 
14' 3 per cent, of the average number resident in 1918, fell to 
11' 2 per cent, in 1919. 

Clonmel. — The most noteworthy event in the administration 
of this Asylum during the year was a strike amongst the atten- 
dants, which lasted three months, i.e., from lOt.h June to 9th 
September. Notwithstanding* that the entire work of the 
institution during that period had to be carried on by the higher 
officials, with the assistance of patients, it was kept, on the whole, 
very clean and in good order. As might be expected, however, 
some parts, such as single rooms, were unavoidably foul, and a 
few badly damaged by the inmates. Many of the patients had 
perforce to be placed in seclusion, and the great majority were 
not outside the confined airing courts during the entire period, 
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The patients had to live largely on tinned food, without fresh 
meat or vegetables, owing to the impossibility of doing more 
than the minimum of cooking. Washing had also to be done 
in cold -water, and the clothes had to be dried in the open air. 
In spite of all these drawbacks, the health of the patients was 
wonderfully good, and the death-rate was only 7'4'per cent, 
of the average number resident during the year, which is 1 ■ 9 
per cent, lower than the average of all the” Asylums. The 
greatest credit is due to the Medical Superintendent, and the 
other superior officers, who, under extreme personal strain 
and risk, managed to maintain so tolerable a state of affairs ; 
and it is especially surprising that no suicide or fatal accident 
occurred, the only event of importance being the escape of about 
37 of the patients. Apart from the consequences of the strike, 
the Asylum was maintained in excellent order throughout. 

Cork. — This Asylum, as heretofore, has been maintained in 
excellent order. Cases of enteric fever continued to occur 
throughout the year, as well as influenza, but the death-rate 
(8- 8 per cent, of the average number resident) was ■ 5 per cent, 
below the average of all the Asylums. 

Youghal Auxiliary. — The condition of this Asylum continues 
to be highly satisfactory. We, however, felt it necessary to 
call the attention of the Committee of Management to the fact 
that the patients dietary scale is not up to the usual standard 
of nourishment in Irish Asylums. 

Downpatrick.— The high standard of comfort and conditions 
generally in this Asylum has been fully maintained. 

Ennis.— Except for overcrowding, which still continues, the 
general condition of this Asylum has been very satisfactory. 
The proposed conversion of Tulla Workhouse building into an 
Auxiliary Asylum for the County still remains in abeyance. 
The death-rate was only 6' 5 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year, which is 2-8 per cent, lower than the 
general average. 

Enniscortiiy. — The general condition of this Asylum continued 
to be satisfactory. 

Kilkenny. This Asylum has, on the whole, been maintained 
in good order. We had again, however, to call attention to the 
inadequate provision of means of recreation for the patients, 
and the necessity for still further accelerating the service of meals. 

Killarney. — This Asylum has been maintained in good order. 
A very serious outbreak of influenza, however, occurred early 
in the year, no less than 341 patients and 39 members of the 
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staff having been attacked, with a fatal result in 43 cases. In 
consequence of this, the death-rate rose to the abnormally high 
percentage of 24- 1 of the average number resident during the 
year, which is no less than 14' 8 per cent, above the average 
of all the Asylums. 

Letterkenny. — This Asylum has on the whole been main- 
tained in fair order. Attention had, however, to be called to the 
necessity for improvements in the dietary and service of meals, 
and for the provision of ampler means of recreation, in the way 
of entertainments, books, papers, &c. The death-rate rose to 
16-3 per cent, of the average number resident during the year, 
a rate which is 7 per cent, above the average of all the Asylums. 

Limerick. — This Asylum continued to be maintained in good 
order, although, as pointed but in previous Reports, many 
improvements in the older parts of the buildings are called for. 
The death-rate was 2’ 3 per cent, above the average of all the 
Asylums, having been 11'6 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year. We found it necessary to call atten- 
tion to the great laxity exhibited in the writing up of the Case 
Books. 

Londonderry. — This Asylum has been maintained in excellent 
order, although the old buildings of the main institution, especially 
the administrative departments, require to be modernised and 
improved, The death-rate ivas only 7’ 9 per cent, of the average 
number resident during the year. 

Maryborough. — This Asylum has on. the whole been main- 
tained in good order, but improvements are still called for in the 
dietary and in the patients’ beds. The death-rate fell to 11-6 
per cent, of the average number resident during the year, but it 
is still above the average of all the Asylums. 

Monaghan. — The condition of this Asylum continued to be 
satisfactory, but it is still somewhat overcrowded. No steps 
have been taken to alter the position of the dairy, as recom- 
mended by us. Ampler means of recreation for the patients 
are required, and the buildings stand in need of re-painting. 
The death-rate fell to 8 per cent, of the average number resident 
during the year. 

Mullingar. — ’Phis Asylum continued to be maintained in good 
order, but is still somewhat overcrowded. No steps have yet 
been taken to remove the dairy from its present insanitary 
position, as recommended by us. The buildings still require 
re-painting. The patients suffered considerably from cold during 
the winter months owing to the difficulty of procuring sufficient 
supplies of coal. 
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Omagh. — This Asylum continued to be maintained in excellent 
order. We found it necessary, however, to call the attention 
of the Committee of Management to the necessity for reconstruc- 
ting the drainage and sanitary accommodation at the Attendants’ 
houses. We have also suggested the employment of a qualified 
upholsterer, as the mattresses generally exhibit signs of inferior 
upholstering. 

Richmond. — The condition of this Asylum continued to be 
satisfactory, but nearly all parts of the buildings require to be 
re-painted. Some improvement in the service of the meals 
is also called for. Alternative exits from the upper floors of 
one of the divisions are required for use in case of fire. An 
increase in the number of cases of dysentery and erysipelas 
took place during the year, and cases of influenza occurred 
between February and May. The death-rate, however, fell to 
6-4 per cent, of the average number resident in this Asylum and 
Portrane taken together, being 2‘ 9 per cent, lower than the 
average of all the .District Asylums. 

Portrane. — This Asylum continued to be maintained in good 
order, but here as at Richmond Asylum, a good deal of re- 
painting is required, although over 1,000 windows have already 
been painted. A pit to. hold about 20,000 barrels of “ grains ” 
is in course of construction, and new recreation grounds have been 
formed. 

Sligo. — This Asylum has been maintained on the whole in 
good order, although improvements are still called for in the 
bedding, the service of the meals, and the provision of books, 
papers and objects of interest, and amusements for the patients 
generally. We have called the attention of the Committee, of 
Management to the inadequacy of the water pressure, in case of 
fire. Additional sanitary accommodation, observation dormi- 
tories, and an electric tell-tale clock system for recording the 
performance of the duties of the night staff are still required, 
ihe institution continues to be overcrowded, but the death-rate 
was only 6 per cent, of the average number resident during the 
year, which is 3’ 3 per cent, below the average of all the District 
Asylums. 

Waterford. — This Asylum has been maintained in excellent 
order. The death-rate was 7' 3 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year, being 2 per cent, below the average of all 
the District Asylums. 

Asylum Farms. 

Table XIII. (Appendix B) shows the area of land in connection 
with each District and Auxiliary Asylum, and how it was utilised 
in 1919. During that year additional land was rented at the

xxiv District and Auxiliary Asylums. 

Downpatrick, Monaghan, Omagh, and Portrane Asylums, thus 
raising the total area attached to all the Asylums from 4,132 
acres, 2 roods and 22-| perches to 4,182 acres, 2 roods and 
37 1 perches. 

Prosecutions. 

During a struggle between a nurse and a female patient in 
Killarney District Asylum one of the latter’s eyes was so severely 
injured that she lost the sight of it. The nurse was prosecuted, 
and fined 40s. and costs for causing the injury. An appeal was 
lodged on her behalf, but it was afterwards withdrawn and the 
conviction was affirmed. The Committee of Management 
decided to retain the nurse in their service, upon which we 
pointed out to them that her retention would be prejudicial 
to the welfare of the patients, and after some correspondence 
on the subject, the nurse resigned. 

In Monaghan District Asylum during a struggle between an 
attendant and a male patient one of the latter’s ribs was fractured. 
He also had a tooth almost knocked out, in addition to sustaining- 
several contusions. The attendant was fined £2 by the Com- 
mittee of Management for not using sufficient caution in restrain- 
ing the patient. A prosecution was also instituted against the 
attendant, but he was found not guilty. 

“ Service ” Patients. 

During the year arrangements were completed for classifying 
as “ Service ” patients soldiers and sailors disabled by reason 
of mental unfitness due to or aggravated by war service during 
the Great War, and (for a limited period) those whose mental 
unfitness was not due to or aggravated by such service. A 
circular (dated 28th August, 1919) was issued giving instructions 
to Medical Superintendents as to the steps to be taken to have 
all eligible cases so classified, and setting forth the sums payable 
in respect of each patient by the Ministry of Pensions. These 
sums include the net cost of maintenance, and in addition 3s. 9d. 
per week, travelling and funeral expenses, and also a special 
grant up to 2s. 6d. per week for extra comforts. Asylum com- 
mittees are expected to supply each “ service ” patient with 
suitable private clothing, the cost of which is intended to be 
met out of the additional 3s. 9d. per week, so far as it is not 
met by the charge for clothing included in .the average cost. 

Staff. 

We have already referred to the demands of the subordinate 
staffs for higher pay and shorter hours. These demands led to 
conferences being held in Dublin in January and February last 
between representatives of the Asylum Committees of Manage- 
ment and the Irish Asylum Workers’ Union, as the result of 
which uniform and greatly increased scales of pay for the 
different classes were agreed upon, as well as a reduction of 
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the working hours to 56 weekly. Almost all the Asylum Com- 
mittees have adopted the terms arranged at the conferences, 
but in some cases the application of the new terms to the existing 
staffs has not yet been completed. These concessions will 
very largely increase the cost of maintaining the Asylums, not 
only by the great advance in the rates of pay, but also by the 
heavy expenditure which will be caused by the appointment of 
additional attendants to enable the hours of duty to be reduced 
to 56 per week. 

THE STATE CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. 

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the 
end of 1919was 158, viz. : — 138 males and 20 females, as compared 
with 142 males and 23 females at the end of 1918, thus showing 
a decrease of 7 patients during the year 1919. 

The admissions (10) during the year numbered 3 less than 
in 1918, while the discharges numbered 13, as compared with 
8 in the previous year. 

There were four deaths during the year (3 amongst the 
males and 1 amongst the females), all from natural causes. 

Of the 10 cases admitted, 9 were found insane on arraignment, 
and 1 convict, having become insane whilst undergoing sentence 
of penal servitude, was transferred to the Asylum. 

The inmates remaining on the 31st December, 1919, were classi- 
fied as follows : — 123 (108 males and 15 females) were found 
insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading ; 20 (18 males 
and 2 females) were found guilty but insane when the crimes 
were committed ; while 15 (12 males and 3 females) were certi- 
fied to be insane while undergoing sentence of imprisonment or 
penal servitude. 

There were no escapes or serious casualties during the year, 
and a slight outbreak of influenza was the only form of epidemic 
disease which appeared in the Institution. 

The statistics relating to the Asylum will be found in 
Appendix C. 

PERSONS OE UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH 
WORKHOUSES. . 

On the 31st December, 1919, the persons of unsound mind in 
Irish Workhouses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th 
Sec. of the Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the 
population of the District Asylums), numbered 1,821, viz. : — 
710 males and 1,111 females. 

On the 31st December, 1918, the numbers were : — males 738, 
females 1,114 ; total 1,852 — showing a decrease of 31, the 
males having decreased by 28, and the females by 3 during the 
year.

In most of the workhouses visited by us ill the course of the 
year the mentally affected inmates bore the appearance of being 
well looked after, and were comfortably clad, while their accom- 
modation, though in some instances not wholly satisfactory, 
was in all but a few well kept. In one workhouse, however, 
that at Sligo, the mental cases were found in a miserable and 
sadly neglected condition, and the state of their accommodation 
was nothing short of disgraceful. 


The bedding in some institutions was antiquated, straw ticks 
being still in use, and in one or two was in an uncleanly condition, 
especially in that above mentioned. 

The sanitary and bathing arrangements were in many cases 
primitive and unsatisfactory. 

The dietaries on the whole seemed fairly sufficient. 

The number of insane inmates in the Workhouses in each 
County or County Borough in Ireland is shown in Appendix E., 
which includes the 4 cases above referred to.

In pursuance of the provisions of the Acts 5 & 6 Vic. cap. 123, 
section 35, and 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 107, section 23, we have the 
honour to report that the number of Houses licensed for the re- 
ception of insane persons and Mental Hospitals continues the 
same as at the date of our last Annual Report, viz : — ten of the 
former (treating Farnham House and Maryville as one) and 
four of the later (treating. St. Patrick’s Hospital and its branch 
establishment, St. Edmundsbury, as one). 

On the 31st December, 1919, the number of patients resident 
in Licensed Houses and Mental Hospitals was 969, of whom 
426 were males and 543 females. These figures show a npt 
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increase of 8 on the number resident on the 31st December, 
1918 — the males haying decreased by 13 while the females in- 
creased by 21. 


As will be seen by the Table in Appendix A, the inmates of 
these Institutions, while showing some fluctuations, have steadily 
increased in number since 1880, when the total amounted to 
622, as against 969 at the end of 1919, the average increase in the 
intervening period being at the rate of almost nine per annum. 

The number of admissions in 1919 was 389, viz. : — 162 males 
and 227 females. 


The admissions during 1919 showed an increase of 63, as 
compared with the number for 1918, the males having increased 
by 8, and the females by 55. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals.

Thus, there was a considerable increase, both in first admissions 
and re-admissions, the former having increased by 21 and the 
latter by 42 as compared with 1918. 

The number discharged in 1919 was 284 (123 males and 161 
females) as compared with 240 (112 males and 128 females), in 
1918. 

The deaths in 1919 numbered 94 (49 males and 45 females) 
as compared with 69 (38 males and 31 females) in 1918. 
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The percentage of recoveries on admissions during 1910 was 
37' 0 as compared with 36-2 in the previous year, while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 9' 7, as compared with "r 2 in 1918. 

No suicides or fatal accidents occurred in any of these insti- 
tutions during the year, but three patients (all males) escaped — 
two from Belmont Park and one from the House of St. John of God. 

The usual visits of inspection were paid during the year, in 
the course of which all parts of the buildings used by patients 
were seen, as well as all the cases on the books, except a very 
few (specially noted) who were absent at the time of inspection. 

The licences and other papers were also examined. 

In many of the Institutions neither mechanical restraint nor 
seclusion was employed, and in general there was little resort 
to these means of treatment. 

The provision made for the celebration of Divine Service 
was found on the whole sufficient, and generally speaking the 
occupation and amusement of the patients were reasonably 
provided for, although in some instances more might probably 
be done in this direction. 

No exception was taken to the dietary in any instance, but the 
state of the patients’ clothing in some cases should have received 
more attention. 

The numbers of the nursing staffs were in nearly every case 
adequate, but in a few were rather meagre. 

The following is a general summary of the condition of each 
when inspected : — 

Armagh Retreat.— This house continues to be maintained in 
good order. It was found necessary during the year to call the 
Licensee’s attention to the fact thad an insane lady residing 
in his private house required to be certified, and steps were at 
once taken by him to have this done. 

Belmont Park. — This house has been fairly well maintained, 
but on the occasion of one visit we observed a want of clean- 
liness in the beds, tablecloths, and table napkins. It was also 
found that sufficient information was not given in the Case-books 
as regards the mental state and progress of the patients. 

Bloomfield. — This Institution continues in good order, but 
on one occasion it was found that sufficient attention had not been 
given to the beds and bedrooms in the lower corridor on the male 
side, which were not in keeping with the rest of the Institution. 
Some of the books had not been written up to date. 

Carriglea. — -This house continues to be kept in a satisfactory 
condition. 
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Elm Lawn. — This house is kept in very good order, but, as 
pointed out in our last Report, some painting, papering, and 
renewal of furniture are required as soon as such work can be 
undertaken. 

Farnham Hotjse and Maryville. — These houses have been 
maintained upon the whole in good order, but here also, as 
pointed out in our last Report, painting, papering, and renewal of 
furniture and carpets are required, as soon as the facilities for 
obtaining materials and skilled labour become more normal. 
It is right to state, however, that some work of this nature has 
already been carried out. Attention was called to the fact that 
the notes on the progress of the various cases were not as full as 
is desirable. 

Hampstead. — This house continues to be maintained in ex- 
cellent order 

Highpield. — This house has been kept up to its usual high 
standard. 

Lindville. — This house continues to be maintained in good 
order. A considerable amount of painting and decoration has 
been carried out' within the past year, but further, work of this 
nature is required. 

House oe St. John oe God. — The general condition of this 
house has been good, but several of the rooms were found some- 
what dusty. The clothing of some of the patients also was not 
so tidy as it might have been. 

St. Patrick’s Hospital (including St. Edmundsbury). — These 
Institutions continue to be maintained in excellent order. 

St. Vincent’s. — This Institution has been kept in its usual 
excellent condition. We found it necessary, however, to call 
attention to the inadequacy of the notes in the Case-books 
regarding the progress of the patients under care. 

Stewart Institution.— The state of the Mental Hospital and 
the Imbecile Division of this Institution has been as usual highly 
satisfactory. In the former, however, the staff of male atten- 
dants was small for the number of patients under care. 

Verville. — This house continues to be maintained in good 
order. We have suggested, however, that the Protestant 
patients should be more frequently visited by their clergymen. 


Voluntary Boarders. 

As stated in previous Reports, a number of the Asylums receive 
patients who enter voluntarily under conditions laid down by 
us. On the 31st December, 1919, the total number of such 
voluntary boarders resident in all the Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals was 46, viz. : — 31 males and 15 females, as 
compared with 48 (35 males and 13 females) on the 31st Decern- 
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ber, 1918. During the year 1919, 99 voluntary boarders (87 
males and 12 females) were admitted ; 93 (83 males and 10 
females) left or were certified as insane ; and 8 males died. 

The statistics relative to these Institutions will be found in 
Appendix D.
